HINA is beautiful! ‘Her very name Chung ‘Hwa, or “Flowery Middle _ 
Kingdom,” implies that for countless ages she has been a land of beauty. 
‘Her endless plains, intersected by picturesque waterways; her templed hills, 
crowned by graceful pagodas; her majestic mountain peaks, with their foaming 
torrents and artistic waterfalls; her romantic cities with their myriad canals 
and high arched bridges—all hold beauty in a thousand forms to arrest the 
eye and captivate the imagination of the art lover. 

But to see China at her best one must visit Peking, her fascinating 
age-old capital. And to live in Peking is to love her; for this city above all 
other great cities of the world, “has the beauty of graceful and dignified calm- 
ness. ‘Beautiful for situation as it nestles at the foot of the hills on the north 
and west, beautiful in its plan of a rectangular wall pierced by nine storied gates, 
beautiful in the large open spaces forming the entrance to the portion of the 
city reserved for the Court and surrounded by a high wall of dark brown color, 
beautiful for its broad streets with its gaily painted arches, Peking is a de- 
light to the eye. Never was a capital city planned on such a magnificent 
scale; even in its decadence it retains its splendor.” 

Gradually, almost imperceptibly, the beauty and glory of it all dawns 
upon the visitor. Ghe Forbidden City! Dhat a thrill in the very name of 
that mysterious home of a “Son of ‘Heaven”—symbol of a great and glorious 
past. Ghe Gemple of Heaven! Ghat magnificent sanctuary with vast dis- 
tances and sublime architecture, sheltering a religion which carries us back to 
the days of long ago, when the Chinese people, unsullied by gross forms of 
idolatry, worshipped at the throne of Diety and offered sacrifice to the God 
of Heaven. Ghe Summer Palace! A sixty-million dollar paradise of the 
once powerful Dowager Empress, with its miniature mountain, its shimmering 
lake, its gilded halls, its god-bedecked pagodas, and its marble boats and 
bridges. And beyond, on the slopes of the Western ‘Hills, a multitude of 
monasteries and shrines—the most thickly populated temple area in all the 
world. But greater and more glorious than all these is that mighty monu- 
ment, which stretches from the deserts of Kansu on the west to the shores 
‘of the Pacific on the east—the Great Wall of China! Is it any wonder, 
then, that the visitor becomes thrilled by his surroundings?

It was in the Fall of 1922 that my twin brother and I found ourselves 
together in Language School in old Peking. Somehow from the very first day 
of our arrival in this city primeval we fell in love with our surroundings. 
Ghe very atmosphere seemed laden with romance and adventure. During 
this year of introduction to China and her splendid people, we spent every 
holiday and every moment of spare time in exploring the great monuments 
and places of artistic and architectural interest in and around Peking. 

Go us those were epochal days, for at the end of that year of study we 
had actually learned to converse with the Chinese people in their own language. 
We had laid the foundation for advanced study of those mystic symbols that 
make up the written language of China. We had delved into her fascinating 
folk-lore, and had marvelled at the aptness of her proverbs. We had caught 
glimpses of a remote and ancient China as we pored over the histories of her 
past. We had been guests of her President, and had visited her legislative 
halls. We had caught a glimpse of the new China as we beheld the workings 
of a modern Republican State. We had roamed her ancient palaces, her 
galleries of art, her incomparable museums, laden with the priceless treasures 
of a hundred generations. We had studied her religions—had walked rough- 
shod through her majestic temple courts, hallowed by the worship of ages. 
We had held familiar converse with her priests—fama, Gaoist, and Moham- 
medan, and had dined with her philosophers. We had argued with the de- 
voted followers of Confucius, and had sat at the feet of the greatest living 
Sinologues. In fact, during our year’s draught at the fountain of her great 
civilization, we had become more and more thrilled with what we found there, 
and daily our wonder and admiration grew. 

Ghen came the desire to pass on to others the beauty we had found in 
China—to reveal to our Western friends the glories of a wonderful civilization, 
so that those across the sea might also catch the spirit of Peking and enjoy 
with us the richness of her culture, not only as revealed in the brilliant and 
bewitching pageantry of her daily life, but as exemplified in the mighty monu- 
ments of the past. Ghe logical medium with which to accomplish this task 
was photography, and immediately we began the difficult work of building up 
a collection of photographic studies which would portray the glories of China’s 
architectural achievements in a manner hitherto unknown. 

Ghroughout the years since that time, we have specialized in the field of 
Chinese art as revealed in her marvelous architecture. Many hundreds of 
photographic records have been made each year, until the collection has grown 
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to nearly four thousand views. It is from this vast collection that forty-two 
art studies have been pss for the es volume entitled “Romantic 


China.”

S an architectural achievement the Great Wall of China stands alone with 
the pyramids of Egypt. Graceful of line and as solid as the finest of 
mortar can hold her, she winds her way over the crests of ten thousand hills. 
‘How it was possible to build a structure of such size and beauty in an age when 
scientific knowledge and instruments were lacking is a mystery to all who 
tread her enchanting bulwarks. And we marvel at the symmetry of her 
curves, and the smoothness of her masonry as we follow her over rocky hills 
or into deep ravines. Our imagination carries us back to the days, centuries 
ago, when this wall protected China and her ancient capital against the in- 
roads of Mongol hoards.

HE Ch’i Nien Gien, or “Gemple of the Happy Year” is the largest of 
three main temple structures where for centuries the “Sons of Heaven” 
have carried on their sacrificial services. Within spacious courts surrounded 
by forests of old cedars the great “South Altar” stands with face uplifted 
toward heaven. Just north of the altar stands a jewel-like structure, circular 
in form, like all other symbols of heavenly things, and sheltering under its 
azure dome the most sacred object in all China—the tablet to the God of 
‘Heaven. Still farther north we find the majestic Gemple rising upwards from 
the three tiers of polished marble which forms its base. Ninety-nine feet 
above the glittering marble terraces, the triple-domed, azure-tiled roof reaches 
up toward the blue dome of heaven. Our picture was taken in the Fall when 
an almost tropical growth springs forth from every crevice in stone or marble. 
As we pause under the eaves of a colorful verandah, the scene becomes 
enchanting, and we bow our heads in reverent awe.
